SLACKENING 


The Soviet offensive, after 50 days 
of continual fighting, is showing 
signs of slackening in some sectors, 
says Reuter’s Special Correspondent 
in Moscow. The most difficult stage 

any summer offensive has now 
been reached along 
from Smolensk to Kharkov, and the

There is no longer any clearly 


of jags and bulges, which the Red 
Army is trying to fill in to avoid 
the danger of exposing its flanks to 
counter-attacks. 

The offensive is being waged in

On the Spas Demensk front, where 
the Soviet Command is attempting 
to drive a wedge between Smolensk 
and Bryansk, the Germans 
fighting back very. hard. 

Moscow has now disclosed that 
fighting is going on south-west of 
Voroshiovgrad, miles north of 
Rostov on a tributary of the Donetz 
River. This, apparently, indicates 
the area of the Mius River, where a 
Berlin report admitted on Saturday 
that the Red Army had broken into 
the German positions. 

Reviewing the past two weeks of 
fighting, the German radio said 
yesterday :—‘‘ These 14 days reached 
a. pitch of ferocity seldom ex- 
perienced in the bitter battles fought 
this summer.”’ 


COMMUNIQUES

M. Litvinov’s 
Recall from 
America 


HE retirement of M. Maxim 
a Litvinov from his post as 
Soviet Ambassador to the 
United States, and the appointment 
of Andrey Andreyevitch Gromykon 
as his successor, was aunounced 10 
Moscow yesterday in a brief notice 
on the back page of the newspapers, 
and without any official explanation. 
On July 28th last it was an- 
nounted that M. Maisky, Soviet 
Ambassador to Great Britain, had 
been appointed Assistant Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs. M. Gusev is 
his successor in London. 
According to an Associated Press 
message from Moscow, no imme- 
diate changes in United States or 
British representation in Moscow 
are foreseen in diplomatic quar- 
ters there, but Sir Archibald Clar; 
Kerr, the British Ambassador, and 
Admiral Standley, the United 
States Ambassador, were both 
known to. be considering early visits 
to London and Washington, respec~ 
tively. 
The changes made _ by the 
Supreme Soviet in Russian diplo- 
matic representation in London and 
Washington imply no change what- 


ever in the policy of the Soviet 


Union, or in its relations with its 
Western Allies, says Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent in Moscow. 
Soviet policy continues to be based 
as hitherto on the Anglo-Soviet 
Treaty and the American Soviet 
Agreement, respectively, and is in- 
spired by the twin aims of the joint 
prosecution uf the war against Ger- 
many with all possible energy and 
friendly collaboration after the war 
for the maintenance of peace and 
reconstruction in Europe. 


RUSSIA’S IDEA 


The international. review, “War 
and the Working Class,” in its call 
for a three-Power conference, sug- 
gested that such a conference would 
not only be able to align the strategy 
of Russia, Britain and the United 
States, but would also be able to lay 
the basis for friendly collaboration 
on post-war problems.

RAIL LINKS

NE of the most bitter air 
0 battles of the war took place 

on Saturday, according to 
Reuter's special correspondent at 
Allied H.Q., North Africa, when 
Allied bombers attacked Italian 
communications. From 40 to 50 
Axis fighters rose to the attack over 
Villa Literno (10 miles north-west 
of Naples), and 25 were shot down, 
the correspondent cabled. 

All railway communications be- 
tween Northern and Southern Italy 
were severed, he states. 

Railway tracks and yards at Villa 
Literno and Aversa : miles north 
of Naples) were bombed, and the 
eastern and southern lines, via 
Naples, cut.

SERIES of sweeping measures 
A aimed at the speedy re- 
habilitation of the ‘‘ scorched 
earth’’ areas of Russia recaptured 
from the Germans were announced 
in a decree broadcast yesterday by 
Moscow Radio.

The areas which have escaped 
German occupation will release some 
of their agricultural instructors and 
machinery for the benefit of tle re- 
captured areas.

The decree provides for the re- 
building of railway stations, public 
buildings and houses, and gives 
detailed instructions about the care 
of war orphans, for whom scnools, 


The Moscow correspondent of 
Associated Press describes the 
decree as the Soviet Union’s 
‘‘ longest step towards economic re- 
covery from the German occupation,”’ 

The decree, which is in ten 
sections, gives first the ‘ master 
plan’’ for the restoration of the 
devastated areas. It is the fore- 
runner of further measures to come, 
both during the waf, as more 
provinces are liberated, and after the 
war, when the full task of per- 
manent reconstruction is undeftaken. 

The most striking provision was 
one for education, including the 
establishment of nine Suvorov mili- 
tary schools of 500 students each, 
officially described as ‘‘of the type 
of the old cadet schools '—the 
aristocratic closed schools under the 
Tsars. The purpose of the schools, 
according to the decree, will be to
